KY. The tower and {pire of St. Brides, (which our 
Critic calls a freeple, pag. 23.) are of a very whimfical 
compofition, and yet, at a diilance, appear very genteel, 
airy, and well proportioned : to which J may add, that 
the eafy and gradual dimmation of the {ipire, is mach 
the beft of all in and about the city ; nay, even that lofty 
and beautiful fpire of St. Mary de Bow in Cheapfide, 
which is the admiration of all good judges, is not fupe- 
sior in this nefpett. As our Critic is pleated to tell us, that 
whe firft and laff order of this ipire are almoft the fame, 
& that variety therein is wanted ; I muft beg leave to in- 
form him, that he is miftaken. For the firft order at 
the bafe of the {pire is Doric, and the uppermoft Compo- 
fe : which difer from each other, as much as any two of 
the five orders cando. The fecond order is indeed the 
fame with the lowermoft ; but the third is Ionic. So that 
the four heights of orders are ; the two lower Doric, the 
the aext Jonic, and the uppermoit Compofite : which 
laft being crowned with the fruftum of an o¢tangular py- 
ramis, of eafy diminution and proportionable altitude, 
finjfhes the fpire with the weather-cock thereon.—The 
tower on which the {pire is placed, is very remarkable, 
having round columns at its angles or quoins, inftead 
of {quare columns or pillafters, as is the common prac- 
tice; and which are of ftrange compofition, their bafes 
being Tuftan, their fhafts Ionic, with aftragals of mon- 

rous fize, and furprizing projection 5 an error which I] 
could not have thought Sir CuristorpHER Wren would 
have permitted to pafs. The capitals of thefe columns 
are nether Corinthian, nor Compofite, having but one 
height of leaves covered with a Corinthian abacus ; but 
Without volutes and helices ; and which being of very 
bad workmanfhip, and the neareft to the eye, have a 
very difagreeable effect, when we approach to examine 
the particular parts. Before I leave this building, I 
muft obferve, that within the church are double columns, 
whofe folid fhafts interfect and cut into each other ; a 
moft barbarous and ignorant practice: for two bodies 
caonot he in one place at the fame time ; and therefore 
columns in pairs fhould have been placed there, having 
their bafes, thafts, and capitals entirely clear of each o- 
ther, which would have been both ftronger, and more 
clegant archite&ure. 

XXVI. St. dadrew’s church in Ho/bourn is quietly fi- 
tuated from the noife of the town : and tho’ its out-fide is 
not fo finely decorated with ornaments as fome churches 
ac 3 it is far from being a bad building. In its plainnefs, 
there is a regu’arity and fymmetry of parts, which proe 
duce afimple beauty, worthy the notice of the moft curious. 





J am farprifed that our Critic fhould cenfure the outfide of 


this church as awkward: for its length, breadth, and 
height, are ip good proportion ; its windows regular, of rea- 
fonable dimenfions, and at tolerable good diftances ; and the 
whole, being crowned witha handiome balluftrade, makes a 


Very good appearance. The in-fide is very light, airy and 


autiful, and appears at firft fight the more fo, by rea- 
fon of the great fimplicity and plainnefs of the out-fide. 

his feems to have been well confidered by the archi- 
tet: for had he difplayed more ornaments without, to 
glut the eye at firft view, thofe within would afterwards 
have appeared with lefs beauty. The lower part of 
the tower is very ancient, and the materials fo ttrongly 
cemented together, that at the time of rebuilding the 
church, the work-men w 





figure which the tower now makes, I muft own, 


is very 
difagreeable, and difproportioned to the body of the 
church, as being of too {mall a diameter, much too 


n ere not able to feparate them, 
and therefore raifed the fuper-ftructure thereon. The 


Wherefore had the architect inclofed the lower part with 

a cafe of ftone, of fuch reafonable thicknefs and ftrength, 
as would have made its diameter at the bafe propor- 
tionable to'the prefent height, and thereon placed a noble 

and lofty fpire ; then this edifice would have been a great 
ornament to ‘that part of the city. Before I leave 
this church, I mutft obferve, that the cicling, which is 
very elegantly decorated, is fupported by Corinthian 
columns, and, I think, in a better manner than any a- 
bout town ; the groins of the arches being inclofed with- 

in a kind of architraved fquare band, refting immediately 
on their capitals ; inftead of their entablature being bro- 
ken all round the columns, as has been injudicioufly done 
by SirCrrrstorpHeR Wren in the church of St. Mary 
Bow ; by Mr. Gisps in St. Martin’s in the fields, and in 

many other churches in London. In my remarks 

on fome of the errors in S. Peter's church at Rome, I 

have fhewn, why the architraves of entablatures fhould 
not be broken: and for the fame reafon, entablatures 

themfelves fhould not be broken about columns, as thofe 

we have now mentioned ; which by being fo, have more 

of the afpect of a capital, than an entablature, and make 
the columns feem to be crowned with capital fuper 

capital. In fhort, as cornices were originally made to 
carry off the rain from the uprights of buildings, and 

to finith the upper parts of wainfcotings next to cielings,, 
as a fupport to them within ; tis falfe architeéture to, 
introduce cornices of entablatures in any other manner, 
except when they are ufed as ornaments to doors, win- 

dows, picture-frames, chimney-pieces, monuments, &c. 

XXVII. It from Fleet-bridge to St. Dunftan’s church 

a right line were drawn and continued forwards, it would’ 
leave Temple-bar on the teft, at the diftance of the beft, 
part of one hundred yards; nor can Temple-Lar be {een 
in Fleet-fireet, in coming from the city, ’till we are al- 
moft arrived at St. Dunffan’s, there being an obtufe an- 
gle in that part of Fleet-Areet, which renders it impofii- 
ble. Hence ’tis evident, that St. Dun/tan’s is not any in- 
cumbrance, nor does any way intercept the profpect of 
Temple-bar ; which could nathe feen any farther than it is, 
were that church entirely taken away. The fheds indeed, 
built againft the church, area real iacumbrance; which, 
if removed, would much improve that part of the ftreet. 
Had therefore our Critic underitood any thing of pla- 
nometry, he would never have fo falfely and ridiculoufly 
afferted, that ‘St. Dunffan’s {poils the beauty of the 
‘ whole ftreet, and hides the profpect of Temple-bar, 
* which would terminate the view very advantageouily, 
* and be feen almoft as far again as it is at prefent’, pag. 
2 








As this church is old, and irregular, I with it were 
to be foon rebuilt, with an elegant entrance, and magni- 
ficent tower and {pire facing the city, which would 
terminate the view hem Fleet-bridge in a very agreeable 
manner, and without the leaft prejudice to Temp/le-bar ; 
which, as our Critic obferves, is the handjomeff gate about 
town. His remark, ‘ that the top beimg round as well 
* as the arch underneath, the whole wants that contratte 
‘ of figure which is fo effential to beauty’, is very juit. 
For tho’ the top, which he calls round, is a circular pedi- 
ment, and the arch underneath, as he calls it, is a ruitica- 
ted femi-ellipfis, yet they are not fo agreeable in their 
variety, asa right-lin’d, or pitch pediment, in lieu of the 
Circular one, would have rendered them. — Thé ftatues 
of qucen Evtzaperu and king James I, facing Fieet- 
frreet, and thofe of Cuarves I. and II. facing the 
Strand, are, I think, the performance of the late inge- 
nious Mr. Busunet, an Englifh carver, and of excellent 
work manhhip. 

XXVIII. As "tis abfurd to place the windows of two 
ftories or heights of chambers within the height of one 
order 5 it muit be a much greater abfurdity, when the 
windows of three ftories are feen in the fame manner ; 
which is the cafe at the Temple-gate, (a firudure, in 
our Critic’s eye, very far from inelegant) over which are 
placed four Ionic pillaiters of good defign, whofe height 
is divided into three ftories, that totally deftroy the ele- 
gancy of the pillafters and pediment over them. It 
we behold and confider orly the grandeur of the pillafters, 
entablature, and pediment, they feem to imply, that they 
front a {pacious hall, or room of ttate, of equal height ; 
but upon examining the three heights of windows, 
than grandeur is deftroyed, and the converiency of citan- 
bers only can be contideted. And therefore thofe pil- 
laters, &e. with the windows, taken together, are in-rro

wife an ornament, as defigned, but a real nuilance in the 


eye of every judge of architeéture, ; 

Had I been ‘imployed to build a frontifpiece to the ens 
trance into the Lawyer's Temple, I fhould have introdu- 
ced in the tympanunt of its pediment, a perfpective view 
of the Jaw, in manner following. 1. At the point of 
fight, in the off-skip, which is that point in :he hoti- 
zon, at the utmoft diftance from us, that we can fee 
any thing diftinctly, I would place the reprefentation of 
a court of juitice. 2. As the beginning of law is caufed 
by oppreflion in various cafes, therefore the principal fi- 
gures of the fore-ground muft be an emblem thercof 5 
and I don’t know of any which could fo juflly exprefs 
the fame, as an infinite groupe of petty-foggers, bayliffs, 
and their followers, &c. who are certainly the common 
enemies to human fociety, and endeavour to fet all man- 
kind at variance. 3. As thefe creatures kindle the fire of 
contention, fo attornies afterwards blow it up; and there- 
fore thofe gentlemen mutt poffefs the middle ground of the 
view, loaded with writs, declarations, briets, pleadings, 
&c. 4. It may be expected perhaps, that from the emblem 
ot Oppreiiion to that of Juftice, there fhould bea direét 
path 5 but fince the p:th is feldom fuch, I fhould rather 
defcribe it in a ferpentine manner, touching at the vari- 
ous Temples of flaws, errors, falfe judgments, &c. and 
then after it had formed the moft intricate curvatures, it 
fhould terminate in the point of fight, namely, the eye 
of fuftice. 
The Yemple church, which antiently telinged to the 
knights templars of Ferufalem, is a beautiful, light, and 
airy Gothic building; and indeed, had the cieling over 
the middle ifle been more lofty, it would have been oné 
of the capital pieces in that ftile. The ¢ower at the 
entrance, which, our Critic fays, a-top terminates in- 
iomething like a dome, pag. 25. is a cylinder, fupportea 
by fix compound columns, covered with a flat cieling, 
fupported by fix circular brackets. When he fancied 
this to be /omething like a dome, which is a concave he- 
mifphere, furely he muft have had a mift before his eyes, 
or ben giddy, not being able to diftinguifh a flat from 
acircular fuperficies ; and more efpecially, ince he further 
adds, that it Aas @ very good effec? on the eye, when by 
its latnefs it appears with all the abrupmefs imagina- 
ble, which ouzht carefully to have been avoided. 

XXIX. 'The front to the habitation of the malter of th 
Relfs next to Chancery-lane, is very plain, tho’ a chat 
defign, and (as our Critic fays) worth a Branger’s curio 
fity to vifit it. The back front towards Fetter-lane is 
infinitely fhort of the fimple beauty expreffed in the o- 
ther s nor would one eafily believe they were both ere&- 
ed under the direétion of the fame architect. For, in- 
Head of architraves, the only proper ornaments to Wwin- 
dows, here are monttrous ruitics, proper only for quoins ; 
and what is yet worfe, the middle window, which re- 
quires the great:ft ornament, has the lealt ; and thereby 
makes a much more difagreeable figure than the others, 
which, tho’ after the manner of PaLLapto, are entirely 
falfe. When ftone rattics were originally intro- 
duced into brick buildings, it was to adorn and: itrengthert 
them in thofe parts where the greatett trength was 
required ; namely, at their angles or quoins : which be- 
ing as their very nerves, ought certainly to be the molt fub- 
itantial. On this account, the ancients employed ftone 
ruftics, to bind the quoins of their burldiiggs more 
ftrongly together than bricks alone were able to do; 
whilit their windows, where lefs ftrength was required, 
were ornamented with architraves, &c. And therefore 
‘tis very {urprifing, that at the quoins in this building, 
where ruttics fhould have been platéd to ftrengtheri and 
adorn, there are not any ; and abouc the windows, where 
properly there fhould have been node, theré théey"ate in- 
troduced. Which was done with as mach abfurdity, as 
[xico Jones has introdaced architravéy ‘abouit his Win- 
dows in the ruitic ftory to the duke of Ancisrer’s 
houfe in Lincolns-inn fields, which is entirely fallg. For 
when the whole face of a building’ is rulticated, then 
the windows are to be ornamented in the,fame manner, 
and no architraves aré to be ufed ; becaufe they not oaly 
mterrupt the returns of their courles and beauty of their 
angles, but have no {ort of connexion With them. —— 
{ mutt beg leave to obferve, that tho” many brick-layers 
are tond of reprefenting rultics ip brick-work, yet it is 
falfe architecture, except When they are afterwatds co- 
vered with finihhirg’td repreferit ffone ; for as they are 
made to fuppl the place of ftone, they fhould never 


appear a’ brick-work. 








XXX, Lincola's-inn is undoubtedly a very neat {quares 









































and kept in good order; but the columa erected in its 
centre, with the four fountaim-boys on its pedeital, and 
bafin about it, tho’ commended by our Critic as @ pretey 
decoration, is ina little, poor, and low talte, fit for the 


admiration only of children. The column is of Corin- 
thian order, but much too fmill; and the device of a 
clock on its capital is very ridiculous. ‘I'he balin, being 
fo very {mall, is of poor afpect; and the water, being 
ftagnant, is a publick nuifance. To have made this cle- 
gant, a Groteique obelisk fhould have been erected in- 
itead of the column, and raifed at Icait 60 feet: and the 
bafin fhould have contained about 100 feet in diameter, if 
the breadth of the {quare would allow it; having the wa- 
ter conveyed up within the olselisk, to difcharge itfelf at 
its vertex ; which being repeatedly broken, in falling on 
the irregular furface of the obelisk, would have formed 
a noble cafcade on every fide.
